DAMAGES AWARDED FOR ILLNESS RESULTING FROM CARE- 
LESSNESS IN BOTTLING SOFT DRINK. 1 

The Court of Appeals of Alabama has affirmed a judgment award- 
ing damages to a person who was made ill by drinking Coca-Cola. 

The defendant'bottled Coca-Cola and sold the same to retailers. 
The plaintiff bought a bottle of Coca-Cola from a retailer, and after 
drinking the beverage became ill. The plaintiff alleged that a part 
of a rat or a mouse had been bottled with the Coca-Cola, and averred 
that the defendant had been negligent in the conduct of its business. 
Judgment was entered for the plaintiff in the lower court in the sum 
of $500, and this judgment was affirmed by the Court of Appeals.
